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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 11, and 14-27 are presented for examination. In the Response filed 
on May 24, 2007, Applicant recites two publications to support Applicant's argument and also 
identified four publications expressly incorporated for purposes of disclosure in the present 
application, and for reference by concerned persons skilled in the relevant art in the amended 
paragraph [0119]. However, none of the referred publications can be found. Therefore, please 
note the following Requirement for Information under 37 C.F.R. 1.105.
